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ANY BLOODY wars have been fought in the dis- 

trict where the above photograph was taken—the 
plain of Esdraelon. In the year B. C. 608, Pharaoh-Necho, 
ruler of Egypt, tried to pass through this territory with 
his armies and was withstood by Judah’s good king 
Josiah. While riding in his chariot an Egyptian archer 
pierced Josiah with an arrow and he died on the way back 
to Jerusalem. Biblical history records several other 
horrible struggles prior to this one. During the World 
War the British General Allenby massed his cavalry regi- 
ments here for their final and decisive drive against the 
Turko-German hosts. In this area the last great struggle 
of the ages will be fought, after the Beast system of 
world government is set up. “And he gathered them to- 
gether into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Arma-

ea Hage IT SHALL come to pass 
afterward, that I will pour out 
my spirit upon all flesh; and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions: And also 
upon the servants and upon the hand- 
maids in those days will I pour out my 
spirit.” Joel 2:28-29. 


The above prophecy was not ful- 
filled at the time of the divine visita- 
tion at Pentecost, as has been fre- 
quently supposed. Joel’s_ prediction 
still awaits fulfillment. Peter made 
this clear in the opening words of his 
Pentecostal oration. 


Joel used the word afterward which 
is an English derivation from the He- 
brew text achar. Meaning later or as 
Peter said in Acts 2:17, “the last 
days.” 


Even a casual examination of the 
Scriptures will identify the “last days” 
as the time just prior to the second 
coming of Christ. In I Timothy 4:1 
this period is designated as the “lat- 
ter times.” II Timothy 3:1 refers to it 
the “last days”. The same phrase ap- 
pears in Hebrew 1:2 and II Peter 3:3. 
The closing part of this age is also 
called the “last time” in I Peter 1:5, 
I John 2:18 and Jude 18. 


It is not difficult to determine the 
‘time to which Joel was alluding. Joel’s 
“afterward”, Peter’s “last’days”, Paul’s 
“latter times”, and John’s “last time” 
all refer to a subsequent period con- 
cerning which God says: “I will pour 
out my spirit.” 


When Peter began his famous ser- 
mon on the birthday of the Church, he 
was saying in substance, that marvel- 
ous and wonderful as the experiences 
were through which the Christians 
were then passing, that something far 
greater awaited the Church in the end 
of the age. He was saying that his- 
tory would repeat itself. That the 
Church was beginning in a revival and 
that it would end in a revival. 


The orator could not possibly have 
been referring to Pentecost when he 
discussed Joel’s prophecy. Because he 
said that the outpouring of the “last 
days” would be followed by, “Wonders 
in heaven above, and signs in the earth 
beneath; blood, and fire, and vapour 
of smoke: The sun shall be turned in-

to darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before that great and notable day of 
the Lord come.” 


This is tribulation-language. In other 
words, Peter was saying that immediat- 
ly after the fulfillment of Joel’s prople- 
cy, the “great tribulation” to which 
Christ referred in Matthew 24:21, 
would break upon the world in ail of 
its unspeakable fury. And after that, 
the Lord’s return. 


Jesus was no doubt referring to the 
coming outburst of evangelism as the 
last great event that would precede 
the “end” when He said: “And this gos- 
pel of the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness unto all 
nations; and then shall the end come.” 


A brief period of witnessing will 
therefore sweep the world for the com- 
pletion of the Bride of Christ which 
will be taken out of “every nation, and 
kindred, and tongue and people.” 


Notice that the awakening will not 
convert the world. It will only be a 
“witness”. It will result in the saving 
of many souls. It will also purify the 
believers. “Many shall be purified, 
and made white, and tried; but the 
wicked shall do wickedly: and none of 
the wicked shall understand; but the 
wise shall understand.” 


The awakening which is soon to 
break upon the world will not be con- 
fined to the four walls of denomina- 
tionalism. In fact, if the present apos- 
tasy continues to develop, the “new 
wine” may have to be poured very 
largely into new “wine skins”.

God’s Movements in History 

Mass movements toward God are 
freighted with the supernatural opera- 
tion of the Holy Ghost.

The triumphant songs and shouts, the 
fervent “amens” and “hallelujahs” of 
God’s children, the cries of penitents, 
the confessions of the wicked, the sal- 
vation of the lost, combine to produce 
one grand symphony for the redeemed. 


A revival is usually an ominous sign. 
It generally speaks of an impending 
crash. It is the sultry calm before a 
storm. Prior to every smash-up in his- 
tory there has been a revival, or an 
attempt to produce one. 


Every informed student of prophecy 
knows that the present hour finds 
humanity standing on the threshold 
of the world’s most terrible cataclysm. 
Shallow optimists to the contrary not- 
withstanding! True to God’s move- 
ments in the past, we are justified in 
supposing that this period of human 
history will also be visited by a spir- 
itual awakening before the fatal hour 
strikes. 

Honoring the Holy Ghost 

Revivals are never pumped up. 
They are always prayed down. Eli- 
jah’s fire came down. Human hands 
did not kindle the blaze that put the 
prophets of Baal to flight. “Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spir- 
it, saith the Lord.” 

Let the human schemes, tricks, cus- 
toms, plans, and mechanics of profes- 
sional evangelism be thrown aside as 
outworn fetishes of the past. Human 
inventions usually hamper the Holy 
Ghost’s workings. Don’t try to dic- 
tate to the Third Person of the Trinity 
how He shall conduct His affairs. It 
is more becoming to seek such unity 
with Him that He may be able to 
mould us to fit into His purposes. 


On the day of Pentecost there was 
no dissension, quarreling, gossiping, 
fault-finding, jealousy, or back-biting 
among that little band of 120 believers. 
Persecution had cemented them togeth- 
er into lovely harmony. “They were 
all with one accord in one place.” 
Unity of purpose on the part of be- 
lievers is absolutely essential if there

A very 
learned psychologist once announced 
that he was a pragmatist. Which was 
another way of saying: “If a thing 
works, it works.” Pragmatism is the 
doctrine that practical results are the 
test of truth.

“The Times of the Gentiles” 

Will the period known as “the times 
of the Gentiles” draw to a close in 
1934? 

Jesus said: “Jerusalem shall be trod- 
den down of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” 

This. era of Israelitish history began 
when Nebuchadnezzar, king of Baby- 
lon, sent his armies to Palestine and 
removed the apostate and rebellious 
Jehoiakim from the throne of Judah, 


as recorded in the last chapter of II 
Chronicles. There are differences of 
opinion as to the exact date that this 
occurred but some Bible scholars offer 
strong evidence that it was B. C. 604. 


From that date, the rebuilding of a 
Jewish national homeland has been the 
hope that has enthralled the imagina- 
tion of Jewish people in all parts of the 
world. Over 200,000 Jews have re- 
turned to Palestine in the last fifteen 
years. It is now the concensus of 
opinion among the nations of the world 
that the Jews are the rightful owners 
of the Holy Land. 


Zedekiah was exalted to the position 
of king over Judah following Jehoia- 
kim’s removal. But according to Rid- 
path, the Jewish theocracy was not 
completely destroyed until seventeen 
years later, B. C. 586. 


Many prophetic students hold to the 
view that “the times of the Gentiles” 
actually cover a period of 2,520 years. 
Critics of this theory charge that it on- 
ly rests upon the flimsiest evidence. 
But please examine the matter and ar- 
rive at your own conclusion. 

Daniel was among the Jews who 
were taken captive into Babylon. In 
the fourth chapter of Daniel, the 
prophet told Nebuchadnezzar that 
“seven times shall pass over thee.” 


The theory is that the seven “times” 
represent years, reckoned according 
to the year-to-a-day interpretation. 
There are 360 days in a Jewish-pro- 
phetic year. Multiply “seven times” 
by 360 and you have the prime poscu- 
late upon which the 2,520 years idea 
is based. 

Therefore “the times of the Gen- 
tiles” had two starting points—B. C. 
604 and B. C. 586. Add 2,520 to each 
of these dates and you have the two 
possible dates when Gentile control of 
Palestine will end. 

One writer says: “It is a very slen- 
der thread on which to suspend a the- 
ory with which to arouse a sleeping 
Church and warn a_ contemptuous 
world.” But add 2,520 to the two 
above dates and see where they take 
you. 

By starting at B. C. 604 and adding 
2,520 years you arrive at the year 1917. 
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Did anything of particular impor- 
tance happen that year in relation to 
the Jews and Palestine that might lead 
one to suppose that possibly 1917 was 
the beginning of the end of Gentile 
overlordship. Something did happen! 


During the World War, General Al- 
lenby of the British army entered Je- 
rusalem. The Turks fled because the 
General’s name was understood to 
mean, prophet of God. In their lan- 
guage the word Allah meant God and 
Beh meant prophet. The combination 
sounded like Allenby. And in the year 
1917 Lord Balfour, speaking for Great 
Britain, made the famous Declaration 
that his government was determined 
that Palestine should become the na- 
tional homeland of Israel. Since then, 
the Jews have been free to go back 
home. 

Seventeen years elapsed between the 
time that Nebuchadnezzar unseated 
Jehoiakim and the final removal of Is- 
rael from Palestine. Add seventeen to 
1917 and this takes you to 1934. 


Now go back to B. C. 586, the date 
of the final breaking of Jewish control 
over Palestine, add 2,520 and you come 
to the year 1934. 

If the foregoing calculation is cor- 
rect, (but many feel that there is cause 
to doubt its dependability) then it will 
mean that 1934 will bring about the 
greatest quickening of patriotic senti- 
ments that the Jews have experienced 
in centuries. It means the complete 
budding of the “fig-tree” this year. 
It means the immediate appearance of 
the one who will become the Antichrist. 
It means that this man will negotiate 
the necessary treaties, behind the 
smoke-screen of international diplom- 
acy, that will permanently break Gen- 
tile control of Palestine. It means that 
apostate Jewish leaders will become 
the supreme political and economic dic- 
tators of the world. It means that the 
end of this dispensation is indeed close 
at hand. 


The Scriptures indicate that when 
the Jews officially return to Palestine 
they will go back in unbelief. The an- 
tichrist spirit will have so completely 
enveloped them, particularly their pow- 
erful leaders of international finance, 
that soon after their restoration they 
will embrace the Antichrist as their 
Messiah. It will seem to them to be a 
stroke of political cunningness to do 
this, but their acceptance will later re- 
sult in the most terrible pogrom that 
their race has ever experienced. When 
the Antichrist gets their gold he will 
turn against them. 

While the above theory of 2,520 
years is decidedly open to question, yet 
it is worthy of careful consideration at

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Shall America Bow Before The Red Beast?

Introducing the Red Beast 
HE 12th AND 138th CHAPTERS of 
the Revelation portray before us 
vividly some of the most amazing pic- 
tures of coming world-wide events. 
These pictures are particularly con- 
cerned with the great religious forces, 
and the mighty political alignments 
among the nations, which will take 
shape in the last days. 

The main theme of these two chap- 
ters is the struggle carried on between 
two diametrically opposed forces. The 
principal figures on the one side of the 
picture are the woman, her child, and 
the angelic armies; on the other side, 
the red dragon, his armies, and the 
two beasts. 

It is not our purpose to attempt to 
express here the meanings of these 
symbolical characters, but to direct at- 
tention to some of the things concern- 
ing the red beast and his resemblance 
to Bolshevism, based on Revelation 13: 
5-10. 

It is very apparent that the red beast 
is the product and the tool of the red 
dragon. The red dragon is specifical- 
ly identified as the, “old serpent, call- 
ed the Devil, and Satan.” He it is who 
deceiveth the whole world. The red 
beast is the world’s last great dictator, 
who comes up out of the sea, Rev. 13:1, 
(compare Rev. 17:15), but who actual- 
ly originates in hell. Now Bolshevism 
bears a striking resemblance, both in 
its origination, and in its functions to 
the description of the red beast. Be- 
cause of this fact we have applied the 
appellation, “Red Beast”, to this in- 
human monster, the present tyrant of 
the Russian nation. 

To the red beast of Revelation was 
given a mouth to speak great things 
and blasphemies: and he opened his 
_ mouth in blasphemy against God, to 

blaspheme His name, and His taber- 
nacle, and.them that dwell in heaven. 
Could anything be more fitting in apt- 
ly describing the nature of the rulers 
of Russia? Have they not blasphemed 
God, His people, and everything con- 
nected with His worship? Do they not 
boastfully and blatantly assert, so that 
the whole world may know, their in- 
dependence of, and their abhorrence 
for, everything religious? They are 
motivated by one central thought that 
“religion is the opiate of the people”, 
and they are controlled by one devilish 
passion that “God must be swept from 
the skies.” 

War on the Saints 

In the nation of Russia, ‘ruled as it 
is by the Bolshevicks, it is impossible 
for anyone to speak a word in opposi- 
tion to them. The people are viciously 
oppressed. No matter what the in- 
justice may be they are helpless. To 
voice their opinion is to court instant 
death. The Bolshevicks entertain no 
pleas for mercy; with them it is al- 
ways swift and inexorable revenge. 
Justice is unknown. They thrive on 
human blood! 

But while the Bolshevicks put into 
practice the code of the barbarian to 
maintain control over their disillusion- 
ed subjects they, themselves, have 
maintained a constant clamor of criti- 


cism, untrue as it is antagonistic, a- 
gainst the blessings and the benefits 
attained by other civilized nations. 
Yet, in spite of these deliberately 
falsified aggravations, the leading 
statesmen of the world, including many 
millions of the earth’s inhabitants, 
have been charmed into mental intoxi- 
cation by the honeyed words of this 
red beast, and are ready to bow before 
him in worship and declare: “Who is 
like unto the Bolshevicks? Who is able 
to make war with them?” This is on- 
ly too true whether we relish it or not! 
“And it was given unto him (the 
red beast) to make war with the 
saints, and to overcome them.” 
Sixteen years ago the Bolshevists 
started one of the bloodiest wars 
against the saints of God that ever 
has been waged in the histery of the 
world. It should not be characterized 
as a war but rather an organized at- 
tempt to decimate by wholesale butch- 
ery the Christians of Russia. Under 
one pretense or another hundreds of 
thousands have been driven from their 
homes, scattered no one knows where: 
while other thousands have been un- 
ceremoniously thrown into prison, exil- 
ed, butchered or forced into starvation. 


Staggering as the record is of hu- 
man atrocity, outrivaling that of the 
wild beasts of the forests, it is still 
further magnified by the unscrupulous 
destruction of hundreds of Christian 
houses of worship, or their conversion 
into anti-religious museums, and, even, 
places of immoral amusement. Pyra- 
miding this again, has been the venom 
shown toward the Word of God. Mil- 
lions of copies of the Bible and other 
kinds of spiritual literature have been 
wantonly destroyed. The Bolshevicks 
have vowed unrelenting warfare 
against all forms of religion to the end 
that they might blot out the very 
thought of God from the minds of the 
people. 

America’s Disgrace 

Perhaps the most outstanding char- 
acteristic of the red beast in Revela- 
tion is the great authority delegated to 
him over all kindreds and tongues and 
nations. And the fact that all who

dwell upon the earth shall worship 
him. Bolshevism seems to be the very 
embodiment of this wicked spirit. Yet 
in the face of outrageous oppression, 
involving authorized murder of the 
Russian people, the Bolshevists today 
are steadily gaining in prestige, in- 
fluence and praise throughout the 
world. Indeed it is but a few short 
weeks past that the newspapers of the 
United States published with a great 
deal of enthusiasm and affirmative 
comment the exfention on the part of 
our President of a cordial invitation to 
the Soviet government to send repre- 
sentatives to this country and sit down 
with him at the White House for a 
friendly talk concerning the relation- 
ships of these two nations so opposed 
to each other economically, politically, 
and morally. 

And this is not all. The opinion of 
the press in general was overwhelm- 
ingly of a congratulatory nature. Much 
emphasis was laid upon the fact that 
there were few real or serious ob- 
stacles standing in the way of recog- 
nition of the Soviet government by the 
United States. And such obstacles 
as_ stood in the way could be 
easily swept aside. It was significant 
so few adverse comments were made 
upon this attempted approachment. 
Almost, without exception, there was 
an unanimity of approval of the course 
adopted by our President, particularly 
in view of the great possibilities in the 
realm of economic benefit. 

It is within the limits of probability 
to envisage, therefore, the day when 
the United States, land of the free and 
of the tolerant, established on the eter- 
nal principles of justice for all, and 
mutual regard one for the other, will 
be forced to bow before the red beast 
of Bolshevism, with all that it symbol- 
izes of cruelty, oppression and terror- 
ism. May it please Almighty God to 
delay that day, and bring this terror 
of the nations to naught. (Since these 
words were written diplomatic rela- 
tions have been established between 
the two countries.) 

Shall we as a great liberty-loving 
nation, predominantly Christian, give 
hasty assent to the recognition of this 
uncontrollable monster, masquerading 
under the cloak of political equality 
for all peoples, without a careful and 
painstaking consideration of the most 
serious problems connected with such 
an undertaking? And shall we with- 
out a voice of protest sanction the at- 
tempt of our government to sell our 
birthright of liberty, with all our his- 
torical traditions, for a few pieces of 
corroded silver, to the agents and high 
priests of Bolshevism, in order that we 
might gain a mouldy morsel of bread, 
and a bit of cheap and tawdry fame? 


Russia Ruled by Foreigners 
A notable fact in the 18th chapter 
of Revelation is the refusal on the. part 
of some who dwell on the earth to wor- 
ship the beast. Their names are writ- 
ten in the Lamb’s Book of Life. It 
adds: “Here is the patience and faith 
of the saints.” The true children of 
God must never bow down before the 
beast. It is far better to die the death 
of a martyr as many in Russia have 
done than to yield an inch to the un- 
godly Bolshevicks. 
In this connection let us point out 
one or two salient facts relevant to the

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usurpation of authority by the Bol- 
shevicks. In the first place, never 
think of the 160,000,000 Russian people 
who are enslaved by the red beast as 
having anything to do with Bolshev- 
ism. The real Russian people are bit- 
terly opposed to it. It should be re- 
membered that Bolshevism did not ori- 
ginate in the Russian mind, but out- 
side of it. It was forced upon the 
Russians through deceit and political 
trickery. The difficulty lies in the 
hopeless impotency of the Russian 
people to throw off this unbearable 
yoke. DURING MY VISIT TO RUS: 
SIA HUNDREDS OF THESE POOR, 
SIMPLE RUSSIANS ASKED ME A- 
GAIN AND AGAIN WHETHER 
ENGLAND, OR AMERICA, OR 
SOME OTHER COUNTRY WOULD 
EVER COME AND DELIVER THEM. 
When I answered them in the negative 
all they could say was: “Well then we 
must pray and wait for the deliverance 
within.” This expresses the majority 
opinion in Russia better than anything 
else they might have said. 

We have in this prevailing undercur- 
rent of feeling among the masses of 
the Russian people the chief reason for 
the maintenance of the largest secret 
police force in the world. The least 
whisper of dissatisfaction heard by 
these vile emissaries of the Moscow 
government brings swift and merci- 
less judgment upon the hapless victim. 
No questions are asked, no trial con- 
vened—summary death. How dare we 
stultify our souls by clasping hands 
with this beast of murderous fame? 

As Christian citizens we feel it to be 
incumbent upon us to enlighten our 
fellow-citizens as to the truth of condi- 
tions as they exist in Russia at the 
present time, and not from any spirit 
of bigotry in our hearts. We would 
be guilty of evading our plain duty 
under the circumstances as well as dis- 
honoring God. 

The severe measures enacted by the 
red government of Russia are known 
all over the world. Just as well known 





are the sufferings of the Russian 
people. Neither their misery nor star- 
vation are hidden from the nations. 
Yet many are still blinded by the clev- 
er propaganda issuing from Moscow. 
Only a few days ago the author receiv- 
ed a letter from an American friend in 
which he writes: “According to many 
magazine articles I have read, you 
would imagine Russia was a sort of 
paradise on earth, with all the poor 
enjoying multiple advantages, and 
everything going fine. We did not 
dream there could be such conditions.” 
Such is the deluded opinion of many in 
this country. 


Children Being Eaten 

In direct contradiction of the above 
opinion (erroneously believed because 
of ignorance) read the recital of two 
Russian peasant women who are de- 
void of political understanding entire- 
ly, but who have arrived from South- 
ern Russia recently. In actual fear 
and trembling they testified to their 
relatives that in the area affected by 
famine, hungry people are hunting for 
children, cooking and eating them. 
And anyone who has gold teeth must 
be very careful not to be caught by 
these starving victims of Soviet greed 
lest they be murdered and the gold 
stolen to buy bread with. These wom- 
en testified that these things happen- 
ed in their own village and with some 
of their own relatives. Every time 
they spoke about the awful crimes they 
had seen committed they trembled for 
fear of their words getting back to the 
secret police of Russia, and their re- 
latives being put to death because they 
had spoken the truth regarding condi- 
tions there. 

Such are the results of the power 
wielded by the red beast. Where he 
dominates, there he destroys. The 
moral and social devastation he has 
wrought in Russia is incalculable. And 
he is trying by every conceivable 
means of treachery and political machi- 
nations to inflict our fair land with his 
blighting curse. Let us be forewarned. 
Let us be forearmed. 





What Is Behind Communism?

ET US BEWARE of that brand of 

propaganda which would try to 
hide the true character of Communism 
behind suave sentences and _half- 
truths. To deal with a disease germ, 
it must be isolated. To deal with Com- 
munism, its true character must be un- 
derstood. 

To the Editor’s desk there comes a 
crafty piece of propaganda mailed to 
him from Russia. It is an eight page 
tabloid newspaper, published in the 
English language, called the Moscow 
Daily News. Clever minds, adept in 
deceiving English-speaking people, edit 
this publication. It is full of the clev- 
erest material imaginable, designed to 
break down Gentile resistance against 
the Red menace. 

While Congressman Samuel Dick- 
stein, Chairman of the Immigration 
Committee of Congress is investigat- 
ing alleged German activities in the 
U. S., it might be a good thing for 
someone to inquire how it is that the 


Moscow Daily News and other Red 
publications are allowed to be circulat- 
ed in this country—a nation which at 
least, by word of mouth, calls itself 
Christian. 


We are told that Mr. Dickstein is a 
Russian Jew, born in 1885, the son of 
a rabbi. He was brought to America 
at the age of three. And in 1923 he 
made his way to Congress from the 
twelfth New York District. This is 
the man who is paraded in the head- 
lines as our defender against Hitler- 
ism.. But, so far as we can learn, not 
a word has he uttered against the 
threatening power of the Red Beast. 


Pictures made from large cuts more 
than four inches square, showing two 
Jews and two Americans appear on 
the front page of this issue of the Mos- 
cow Daily News. The Jews are M. I. 
Kalinin, President of the Soviet Repub- 
lics, and Mr. Finklestein (alias Lit- 
vinov). The Americans are President 
Roosevelt and William C. Bullitt, the 


new Ambassador who, according to 
press dispatches, has been hailed in 
Moscow during the last few days as a 
jolly good comrade. 

Communist Capitalism 

It is silly for anyone who professes 
to be conversant with the facts, to de- 
ny that Communism has now, always 
has had, and always will have, apos- 
tate Jewish minds behind it. The Rus- 
sian Gentile masses have been ruled 
over for sixteen years, by heartless 
Jews who are without feeling, sympa- 
thy, or love for their subjects, accord- 
ing to the testimony of Russians 
themselves who have escaped from the 
Country. Even Finklestein’s grand- 
father was a rabbi. 

Some men of wealth are Communists 
at heart. So are many educators in 
American institutions of learning. On 
the floor of Congress, June 14, 1933, 
Hon. Louis T. McFadden, who was sup- 
ported by three political parties in his 
Pennsylvania District at the last elec- 
tion, (Republican, Democrat and Pro- 
hibition) gave the name of an interna- 
tional Jewish banking concern, with 
headquarters in Wall Street, that he 
charged with being largely responsible 
for financing Trotsky’s mass meetings 
of rebellion in the U. S., and later the 
Russian revolution. These charges, so 
far as we can learn, have not been de- 
nied. (Write to Mr. McFadden for a 
copy of the above speech.) 

Financiers who hate the idea of 
Christian democracy, and want to see 
the government crumble, frequently 
refer to Communistic revolutions as 
mere social changes. It may seem like 
a paradox to some, but it is true that 
Communism is a system of capitalism, 
the difference being that the dictator- 
ship comprises the capitalists and the 
people are allowed to own nothing, not 
even the soil they till, or the miserable 
huts in which they live. 

Anyone who says that diseased Jew- 
ish brains are not behind the Com- 
munistic plan of world revolution is 
either ignorant of the true facts or 
guilty of deliberate misrepresentation. 

Ask the Russians 

The best place to go for an answer 
to this question is to natives of Rus- 
sia who passed through the hell and 
horror, “blood and fire, and vapour of 
smoke” of the revolution. Go to Rus- 
sians who have lived under the reign 
of the Bolshevicks and escaped from 
their unspeakable tyranny. What do 
these people say ? 


I have before me the testimony of a 
prominent business man, personally 
known to me as a Christian gentleman 
of unimpeachable integrity. He is a 
Russian and came to America after 
the revolution. For a few years he 
lived under the bloody reign of the 
Reds. He says that so far as he was 
able to learn, persecution among Jews 
in Russia, for religious or other rea- 
sons, was unknown after the revolution. 
But Gentiles were slaughtered by the 
wholesale. After it became difficult to 
get out of the Country, Jews who wish- 
ed to leave on business, or for other rea- 
sons, were given the preference. The 
ship on which he came over carried 33 
Gentiles and more than 270 Jews. 

He says that in south Russia, the 
village of Lesnojge, a group of Christ- 
ian men formerly owned and operated 
a lucrative factory for manufacturing 
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farm implements. When the Reds 
came into power the establishment was 
confiscated and given over to two 
Jews. They soon wrecked it. ° 

He says that in the town called 
Chlebnoje, there were only three Jews, 
a shoe salesman, a store-owner, and a 
tailor. When the Reds took over con- 
trol of the Empire, these three men 
were immediately made leaders in the 
community and became identified with 
the secret spy police system called the 
Tscheka (pronounced Check-a). 

He says that the Tscheka is Mos- 
cow’s lash which keeps the people out 
over the Empire in a state of fear and 
subjugation. It was created by a Jew 
named Dserschinski, who is said to 
have been responsible for the deaths of 
more than 100,000 Gentiles. When he 
died, the Reds named a large ship after 
him as a monument to his memory. 
The heartless Tscheka continues its 
reign of bloody terror until this hour, 
though Dserschinski has since gone to 
his “reward”. 

He says that on a certain occasion 
26 people were ordered killed by the 
Tscheka at one time. This event was 
widely advertised. And in order to 
frighten and intimidate the masses, 
the Moscow gang had a series of spe- 
cial postage stamps made in denomina- 
tions of 4, 5, 20, 35, and 40 Kopeks 
bearing a big black 26 on each stamp 
as a gentle “reminder.” 

Communists Hate Prohibition 

He says that before the butchering 
of Czar Nikolus II, that the Monarch 
saw the danger of the alcoholic narcot- 
ic. For the good of his people he en- 
acted a law prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors. 
The Czar saw that vodka (a drink 
composed of 40 per cent alcohol) was 
tearing down the morale of the citi- 
zens. The Prohibition law was rigid- 
ly and successfully enforced. Bootleg- 
ging was not tolerated. But as soon 
as the Reds took over the government, 
they preached the doctrine of Liberal- 
ism and encouraged drinking. One of 
their first crimes was to lift restraint 
against alcohol and other forms of 
vice, knowing that to control the masses 
they must first weaken them through 
lust and by tearing down their morals. 

A man from Russia said recently: 
“Russia would not be what it is today 
if the Reds had not given vodka back 
to the people. I don’t know what con- 
ditions would be had Prohibition been 
continued, but I am certain things 
would be better than they are now.” 

Are there Jewish controlled influenc- 
es functioning in America today, that 
contribute to the moral downfall of 
the people? . ... Well, the motion 
picture industry is not famous as an 
agency for a character building! 

What is behind this Red attack on 
civilization ? 

We are not sure. But we do find a 
great deal in Bible prophecy which un- 
earths many of the destructive forces 
now at work in the world. We see the 
Red Horse and its Rider in Revelation 
6:4 which seems to portray something 
of what we now see coming to pass. 
This Red Horse may be Red Commun- 
ism.

Faith OF Our Fathers

EW HYMNS are more frequently 

sung, or sung with more fervor, 
than that familiar hymn, which bears 
the title of the caption of this article, 
“Faith of our Fathers”. Even when 
sung, we sometimes wonder if the sen- 
timent it expresses is really the feeling 
of the worshipper: “We will be true to 
Thee till death”. 

If we are not willing to defend the 
“Faith of our Fathers”, are we not per- 
juring ourselves in song when we sing 
this hymn? 

To bring vividly back to memory one 
of the great truths held dear by the 
fathers and to emphasize it, is the pur- 
pose of this article. 

“The Faith of our Fathers” was a 
resurrection. faith. It had back of it 
a great throb of life. 


The Bible speaks of two kinds of 
faith—dead faith and living faith. 
Living faith is resurrection faith; and 
it is the only faith that will save. It 


was resufrection faith that gave to Ab- 
raham and Sarah a son after they were 
past age. It was resurrection faith, on 
the part of Abraham again, that spared 
to him his son Isaac after he had been 
commanded to sacrifice him. 

Paul emphasized this: “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised Him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved”. 

We sing a great deal these days 
about: “There is power in the blood” 
and we should. But why has not some 
one written about: “There is power in 
His resurrection’? Paul tells us in 
Romans 1:4 that Christ was declared 
to be, “The Son of God with power, by 
the resurrection from the dead”. The 
shedding of Christ’s blood on Calvary 
never put the “crown of deity” on His 
head; but His Resurrection from the 
dead did that very thing. His empty 
grave is our unimpeachable proof of 
His deity. 


Christ, be it remembered, was put to 
death on the charge of blasphemy. 
Three times the Jews put the question 
to Him: “Art thou the Son of God?” 
and three times His answer, in sub- 
stance was, “I am.” Had the grave 
held Him, the charge of blasphemy 
would have been sustained. But by 
His resurrection from the dead, the 
Heavenly Father reversed the decision 
of the Jewish Sanhedrin, which was the 
highest ecclesiastical court on earth, 
and by His resurrection placed the 
“crown of deity” on His head. 


His work had been incomplete. 

If the Christ Who died had stopped at the Cross 

If the Christ, who was buried, had stayed in the 
tomb 

He had only known defeat. 

But the way of the Cross never stops at the 
Cross 

And the way of the tomb leads on 

To victorious grace, in the heavenly place, 

Where the risen Lord has gone. 


Mr. Moody once asked one of his stu- 
dents to occupy his pulpit. When the 
boy was through speaking, Mr. Moody 
said to him in his blunt way: “I hope 
you will never preach that sermon 
again in my pulpit.” The young man 
was amazed, and said to Mr. Moody: 
“What was wrong with it? Did not I 
preach Christ crucified?” “Yes,” re- 
plied Moody, “but my Christ is not a 
dead Christ. My Christ is a risen, 
reigning Lord.” 

When we come to preach Jesus as a 
risen, reigning Lord as did Paul, then 
we may expect a great spiritual re- 
vival. 

There is a tendency on the part of a 
large section of the clergy today to re- 
pudiate one fundamental of the “Faith 
of our Fathers” after another, uniil 
they have nothing left. They have 
pretty well disposed of the resurrec- 
tion. I indict these Modernists for 
their crimes first against God, and 
second against the Christian people 
whose faith they are destroying. Mod- 
ernism has only a dead Christ, a Man 
Who died as did Buddha, Confucius, 
and Mohammed. But the Christ of 
historic and evangelical Christianity 
is a risen, triumphant, glorified, reign- 
ing Christ. And because He lives, we 
know through resurrection faith, that 
we too shall live. Because He lived 
after His death, we know that we too 
shall live after our departure from this 
stage of our existence. 

“If Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith also 
vain.”

HILE CONDUCTING a Defend- 

ers Conference in  Houston’s 
great Evangelistic Temple late in Nov- 
ember. I met one of the most remark- 
able men that it has ever been my 
privilege to know in the ministry, 
though I had heard of his work as far 
back as twelve years ago. He has been 
a subscriber to the Defender Magazine 
for a long time. 

His name is Mel Morris. 


Out on Houston’s beautiful Shepherd 
Drive he is building “something new 
under the Sun.” In all the world there 
is no structure like the one he is erect- 
ing! It is called The Bible Cyclorama. 
Don’t be afraid of that word Cyc-lo- 
rama even if you are not able to pro- 
nounce it exactly right the first time. 
In Gettysburg, Pa., I once saw a Cyclo- 
rama of the battle of Gettysburg, and 
there are cycloramas on other subjects, 
but the idea of a Bible Cyclorama is 
decidedly a new and novel idea. 


Mr. Morris is a gracious soul. He 
dismissed all of his services and 
brought his crowds over to the De- 
fenders Conference every night while 
I was in Houston. 


During the last few months he has 
conducted evangelistic campaigns in 
several different sections of Houston 
and has addressed audiences estimated 
at a total of more than two hundred 
thousand persons, resulting in hun- 
dreds of conversions. The distinctive 
phase of his ministry is its prophetic 
emphasis. 


I shall not soon forget the mingled 
feeling of awe and expectancy that 
came over me as I stepped into the Bib- 
le Cyclorama for the first time. It 
was such an interesting experience that 
I have decided to try to share it with 
the Defender Family. The picture of 
bn building shown below may help a 
ittle. ; 


Visualize a structure as round as an 
oil tank but much larger. As high as 
a three story building, resting securely 
on a circular foundation. Within the 
outer wall there is another circular 
wall, one story high. Thus, there is 
between the outer and inner walls, en- 
circling the entire building, a long cir- 


cular room about fifteen feet wide, to 
be broken up into Sunday School 
rooms, etc. Mr. Morris broadcasts on 
the radio every morning and his own 
studio is in one of these rooms. 

But the uniqueness of this Church 
does not lie in its structural lines. 
There are other round buildings in the 
world. You must therefore step 
through the front-door. Once within 
the walls, you will see things (when 
the interior is fully completed) not to 
be seen elsewhere in the world. The 
beauty and Bible symbolism which 
greets you will be overwhelming. The 
appeal is to the eye as- well as the ear. 

A pleasant Christian guide, immacu- 
lately garbed in white, will step for- 
ward to welcome you as you enter. He 
will first lead you out under the blue 
canopy of the structure’s massive 
dome. Gazing upward you will be able 
to study “the Gospel in the Stars” by 
looking at what is virtually a Bible 
Planetorium. The mysteries of the 
Zodiac will break upon you as you 
catch the deeper meaning of Isaiah 
40:22, “It is He that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth.” 

The constellations will be examined 
according to Isaiah 13:10. The Bible 
says that the stars of the heavens have 
names, numbers, and meanings. 
Psalms 147:4, “He telleth the number 
of the stars, He giveth them all their 
names.” 

Imagine the thrill that you will ex- 
perience when looking up at an elec- 
trical display symbolizing the Shekinah 
Glory with its spectrum rays penetrat- 
ing the “sides of the north” and giving 
you a view of the Throne in the heav- 
ens. Psalms 103:19, “The Lord hath 
prepared His throne in the heavens; 
and His kingdom ruleth over all.” 

Mr. Morris is not only a preacher. 
He is an artist, an architect, radio and 
electrical expert. 


Looking around the circular walls,

Beer Paradise 
When the Eighteenth Amendment 


became effective on January 16th, 1920, 
the event was celebrated by a solemn 
service, held in the First Congrega- 
tional Church, in this capital city. The 
temperance leaders of the nation were 
present at that celebration. As the 
hour of the new day was tolled by the 
midnight chimes, all stood in reverent 
silence with hands joined, to be brok- 
en by the triumphant voice of William 
Jennings Bryan, who cried: “Arise, 
take the young child and his mother 
and return into the land of Israel, for 
they are dead which sought the young 
child’s life.’ But what kind of cele- 
bration are the Wets now putting on? 

My attention was recently called to 
an announcement by a road house just 
over the line of a populous city in a 
state voting for repeal. It read: 
“Beer .Paradise. Rooms for ‘rent by 
the hour, a table, two chairs and a 
couch in every room.” In the window 
was an NRA Eagle and underneath 
the spreading wings: “We do our 
part”, You can see signs like that in 
the windows of the beer parlors all 
over the country. God help us to do our 
part! If the Church of the living God 
does its part it will eventually grind 
into powder the political conspirators 
who have betrayed the Constitution, as 
oo Iscariot betrayed the Son of 

od. 


Mr. Farley continues to talk about 
beer balancing the budget, and the re- 
turn of drink defeating depression. 
But how? By picking the pockets of 
the American people, and rebating one 
dollar out of a dozen to the public 
treasury for protection. The brewers 
collect one billion dollars from the peo- 
ple, give them froth, foam and suds 
for their money, and pay a tenth part 
to Uncle Sam for the privilege of rob- 
bing them. 

A Minority Victory 

Of the states that voted on the re- 
peal of the Eighteenth Amendment, out 
of the 36,000,000 votes cast in those 
states in the Presidential election, the 
repeal forces were able to muster less 
than 15,000,000. That is to say, that 
of the 40,000,000 votes cast in the 
Presidential election in all the states, 
they were able with the support of the 
Administration and the Press of the 
nation, to obtain only 14,700,000 for the 
adoption of the twenty-first Amend- 
ment repealing the Eighteenth. This 
is what is hailed as “an overwhelming 
repudiation of Prohibition by the 
American people.” Never before in 
human history was there such an exhi- 
bition of government by minority in a 
democracy as is represented by the re- 
covery of rum. This simply means 
that the sober majority of the nation’s 
voters were in a stupor and could not 
be aroused in time. 


The Department of Commerce esti- 
mates the possible vote of this country, 
those qualified to vote by nativity and 
naturalization, at 70,000,000. At. most, 
15,000,000 of these adult citizens have 
declared in favor of repealing the 
Eighteenth Amendment, which repre- 
sents but a little more than one third 
of those who voted in the November 
election, and one fifth who were quali- 
fied by citizenship to vote, and leaves 
the Wet forces a beggarly minority of 
the majority, who have imposed the 
legalized liquor traffic upon the 40,- 
000,000 youth and childhood of the na- 
tion. It is a crowning infamy by the 
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Herods and Pilates of American poli- 
tics who friends over the cruci- 
fixion of the Constitution. 


Defeating Recovery 


Can a nation drink itself into pros- 
perity? Can a working man or Uncle 
Sam, suffering from financial depres- 
sion and head over heals in debt, pay 
his bills and balance his budget by tak- 
ing to drink? Millions of men and 
women are idle, millions half starved, 
half clothed, half shod, half housed and 
half fed. What is the remedy? 


And we are told, reduce production! 
Cut down the production of food, plow 
under the corn, reduce the acreage of 
wheat, slow down cotton and speed up 
liquor! That is not economic recovery; 
that is economic insanity. 


The President is doing more to de- 
feat his recovery program than all oth- 
er agencies put together by attempting 
to defeat depression with drink, and 
balance the budget at the expense of 
the morals of the people. 


Confucius said: “In a state, pecuni- 
ary gain is not to be considered pros- 
perity; national prosperity is founded 
in righteousness.” Solomon - said: 
“Better is a little with righteousness 
than great revenues without right.” 


Samuel Johnson said: “To support 
government by propagating vice is to 


support it by means which destroy the 
end for which government was estab- 
lished. . . . If the expenses of the gov- 


“ernment cannot be defrayed but by 


corrupting the morals of the people, I 
shall say without scruple, that money 
ought not to be raised nor the designs 
of the government supported.” And 
some good people are saying without 
scruple today, if the NRA cannot be 
put over without legalizing the liquor 
traffic and bringing back the saloon, 
the price of recovery is too high. 


We stand with Jesus, the Son of God, 
who said: “What is a man profited, 
(and what shall it profit a nation?) if 
he shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul?” 


The two major achievements of the 
Roosevelt administration so far is the 
restoration of the legalized liquor traf- 
fic and the recognition of atheistic 
Russia, as the price of prosperity. 


We are not Defeated 


No, we have not lost all. A right- 
eous cause can never be permanently 
defeated. Let none of the dry organi- 
zations despair, disband or decease. If 
they cannot unite under one head, as 
the churches themselves have not, let 
them “trust in God and keep their pow- 
der dry,” and when the fulness of time 
has come, we will reform our lines and 
recapture the nation.

a fone CLOUDS are hanging over 
Spain and uncertainty prevails, 
mingled with fear, on all sides. At 
the present time the Republic is in the 
balance with a very Monarchial, Roman 
Catholic force fighting it. We may 
see another terrible upheaval in the 
near future, and may even predict a 
‘French Revolution’ ”. 

Such is the alarming news that has 
just reached us from Spain and it is 
much more serious than we have stat- 
ed. There is a growing restlessness on 
every side.

It is possible 
that the storm may blow over, but 
many are expressing great fears to the 
contrary. Spain may yet be drenched 
in blood. A _ revolution is not im- 
possible. 

We have asked Mr. and Mrs. Sholin 
with their boys to come home on fur- 
lough this year and to be present at 
our Annual Toronto Missionary Con- 
vention. We will then be able to 
secure first-hand information regard- 
ing conditions in Spain. Meanwhile 
we can only pray and wait. God is 
still on His throne. 


The Peoples Church has carried on 


work for four years now in Spain, and 
the results have been most gratifying. 
Mr. Sholin says that the evangelists 
whom he has trained in our Bible 
School are thoroughly competent to 
take over the responsibility and carry 
on during his absence. Hence, the work 
will continue regardless of conditions. 
The seed has been sown and already 
there is much fruit and signs of an 
abundant harvest.

V. 5:4—Not taking away the sorrow 
altogether, but transforming and trans- 
figuring it, and compelling it to bestow 
blessings otherwise impossible. 

V. 5:5—“The men who suffer wrong 
without bitterness or desire for re- 
venge.” (This is the Greek rendering.) 
Self-controlled and gentle, patient and 
forgiving. 

V. 5:6—The glorious thing about this 
law of life is that the hunger and thirst 
after the lower things of life can never 
be satisfied, but the hunger and thirst 
after righteousness shall be fully met. 
The things of this life fail utterly 
to satisfy the deepest cravings of the 
soul. 

V. 5:7—Mercy is the active side of 
meekness. (See Matt. 18:21-35.) Not to 
receive mercy by virtue of their merci- 
fulness but their mercifulness stamps 
them as inheritors of true forgiveness. 
It is not the uniform that makes the 
officer; it is his being an officer that 
gives him the right to wear the uni- 
form. 

V. 5:8—Contrast to ceremonial puri- 
ty which Jews held so important; an 
outward purity. A man rubbed and 
scrubbed on the front window of his 
store but one spot would not come off. 
Finally he shouted to someone inside 
the store: “It’s on the inside.” Many 
try to cleanse the soul from sin by 
washing it with tears of sorrow, by 
scrubbing it with the soap of good re- 
solves, and by rubbing it with the 
chamois of morality, but to no avail. 
The trouble is on the inside; it is heart 
trouble. No use washing the clock’s 
face while the main-spring is broken. 
Get right with God. Regeneration, not 
reformation is God’s method. 

V. 5:9--We bring men the gift of 
peace,—peace with themselves, peace 
with their fellow-men and peace with 
God. Not “blessed are the pacifists”. 
Peace is not stagnation or contentment 
with evil. We are to oppose that which 
is wrong. No peace on this earth until 
the Prince of Peace comes. (See Matt. 
10:34). 

V. 5:10—Persecution must be for 
righteousness sake and the charges 
er (See Rom. 12:14 and 1 Pet. 3:19 

V. 5:48—We strive to be more like 
the Master every day and thus nearer 
perfect but our walk will not be perfect 
until we are like Him. Positionally we 
are now perfect in Christ.

is to be a revival. This means that 
some Christian leaders will have to put 
an end to their ecclesiastical pugilism 
over mooted doctrinal matters and triv- 
ial differences before they can hope 
to have a part in Joel’s revival. 


There will have to be some heart- 
washing too! The Holy Ghost can 
work only through clean instruments. 
The channel that He uses must be kept 
transparent. Joel 2:12-13, “Turn ye 
even to me with all your heart, and 
with fasting, and with weeping, and 
with mourning: And rend your heart, 
and not your garments, and turn unto 


the Lord your God.” Sin cuts the 
nerve of prayer. Sin neutralizes spir- 
itual power. 


Let there be deep, sincere consecra- 
tion, humility and self-sacrifice. Re- 
straint and utter self-abandonment to 
the plan and purposes of God. No man 
can be a successful soul-winner who is 
not one hundred per cent sincere in his 
work. Charles G. Finney, one of the 
greatest evangelists this side of Pen- 
tecost once reported this incident: “I 
knew a minister who had a revival 
fourteen winters in succession. I did 
not know how to account for it, till 
I saw one of his members get up in a 
prayer meeting and make a confession. 
‘Brethren’, said he, ‘I have been long 
in the habit of praying every Saturday 
night till after midnight, for the de- 
scent of the Holy Ghost-upon us. And 
now brethren,’ and he began to weep, 
‘I confess, that I have neglected it for 
two or three weeks.’ The secret was 
out. That minister had a _ praying 
church.” 


Emotion 


You cannot regulate a Holy Ghost 
revival. And you should not try it. 

Remember, the Holy Ghost is a Per- 
son. Not a principle. Not a law of 
the mind or a mathematical energy. 
In His nature there is embodied all tie 
qualities of personality—will, emotion, 
a He knows what He wants 
to do. : 

There never was a great revival 
without emotion, accompanied by 
strange psychic and spiritual occur- 
rences. Lukewarm preachers have 
tried to put a taboo on emotionalism. 
But they have not objected to emotion 
in politics, baseball, football, or at the 
race tracks. They only demand that 
you freeze up when you go to church. 


John Wesley said that when he 
preached he always expected the Holy 
Ghost to “bear witness to His Word.” 
Sinners were stricken in his meetings. 
Fearful conviction would sieze the peo- 
ple as his words, under holy unction, 
flew forth like barbed arrows. He re- 
fused to knowingly limit the operation 
of the Holy Ghost. Above everything 
else, Wesley wanted souls saved. He 
knew that the Holy Ghost had to have 
absolute freedom, if men’s hearts were 
to be turned toward God. 


We come upon this valuable nugget 
in Wesley’s Journal: “We understood 
that many were offended at the cries 
of those on whom the power of God 
came; among whom was a physician, 
who was much afraid there might be 
fraud or imposture in the case. Today 
one whom he had known many years 
was the first who broke out in strong 
cries and tears. He could hardly be- 


lieve his own eyes and ears. He went 
and stood close to her, and observed 
every symptom, till great drops of 
sweat ran down her face, and all her 


* bones shook. He then knew not what 


to think, being clearly convinced it was 
not fraud, nor yet any natural disorder. 
But when both her soul and body were 
healed in a moment, he acknowledged 
the finger of God.” 

Jonathan Edwards was a brilliant 
scholar as well as a humble Christian. 
He found that the Gospel made a tre- 
mendous appeal to both head and 
heart. We read this report concerning 
the delivery of one of his celebrated 
sermons: “Several members of Jon- 
athan Edwards’ church had spent the 
whole night in prayer before he 
preached his memorable sermon, ‘Sin- 
ners in the Hands of an Angry God.’ 
The Holy Ghost was so mightily poured 
out, and God so manifest in holiness 
and majesty during the preaching of 
that sermon, that the elders threw 
their arms around the pillars of the 
church and cried, ‘Lord, save us, we are 
slipping down to hell!’” 

And here is a faithful admonition 
from the lips of Charles H. Spurgeon: 
“It is extraordinary power from God, 
not talent, that wins the day. It is 
extraordinary spiritual unction not ex- 
traordinary mental power, that we 
need. Mental power may fill a chapel 
but spiritual power fills the church 
with soul anguish. Mental power may 
gather a large congregation, but only 
spiritual power will save souls. What 
we need is spiritual power.” 

“Ye Shall Receive Power” 

A revival broke out in Wales in the 
year 1904. Its influence was felt 
around the world. 

The nation had gone deep into sin. 
Human depravity was rampant. Every 
church had become a valley of dry 
bones. ‘Then suddenly, like a tidal 
wave, the Spirit of God came upon the 
land. Evan Roberts was the man whom 
God used to kindle the flame that fin- 
ally leaped like prairie fire all over 
Wales, 

Mr. Roberts says that for thirteen 
years he lived a life of constant pray- 
er. 


The passion of his soul was the sal- 
vation of his people. Their sins had 
sickened his sensitive soul. Day and 
night he wept and prayed. 


Notice, the Welch revival was prayed 
down! After years of argumentative 
prayer and wrestling as Jacob wrestled 
at the brook Jabbok, the power of God 
hit like streaks of zigzag lightning. 
Mr. Roberts tells of attending a morn- 
ing meeting and hearing an evangelist 
pray that God might “bend us.” The 
Spirit witnessed to Roberts that what 
he needed was to be bent, crushed, and 
broken, under a greater burden of 
soul travail than he had known before. 
He seemed to understand that only 
then would he experience real endue- 
ment of spiritual power. 


He began to cry out to God with 
greater earnestness than ever before. 
He describes his experience in the fol- 
lowing language: “I felt a living force 
coming into my bosom. This grew and 
grew, and I was almost bursting. My 
bosom was boiling. What boiled in me 
was that verse: ‘God commending His 
love.’ I fell on my knees with my

arms over the seat in front of me; the 
tears and perspiration flowed freely. 
I thought blood was gushing forth.” 
Friends approached to wipe his face. 
Meanwhile he was crying, “O Lord, 
bend me! Bend me!” Then suddenly 
the glory broke. Mr. Roberts adds: 
“After I was bent, a wave of peace 
came over me, and the audience sang, 
‘I hear Thy welcome voice.’ And as 
they sang I thought about the bending 
at the Judgment Day, and I was filled 
with compassion for those that would 
have to bend on that day, and I wept. 
Henceforth, the salvation of souls be- 
came the burden of my heart. From 
that time I was on fire with a desire to 
go through all Wales, and if it were 


possible, I was willing to pay God for 
the privilege of going.” 
Conviction 

Concerning the coming of the Holy 
Ghost into the world, Jesus said that 
He would “Reprove the world of sin.” 
When souls are being delivered from 
the bondage of sin, there is frequently 
a great deal of public confessing and re- 
penting. The conscience becomes. in- 
describably active under the impact of 
the Holy Ghost and sin becomes an 
awful, degrading, putrid thing. 

In the Welsh revival, services ran 
spontaneously, with little preaching, 
much singing, much emotion, and much 
confessing, often continuing all day 
and all night.

ORDS FAIL utterly to describe 

the joy that came into the hearts 
of the workers at the Wichita Head- 
quarters when the following report of 
December 15th was received from Rev. 
J. F. Rodriguez, Superintendent of the 
Spanish Defenders Testimony in the 
West Indies.

“He invited a fellow modernist 
preacher to come over and pray for a 
revival. While praying, suddenly they 
could not help weeping. An unseen 
power broke in upon their souls. They 
began crying like babies and fell 
down to the floor where they remained 
in a strange ecstasy for quite a while. 
Both were stricken at the same time. 
Knowing them to be men of unusual 
intellects, the people have no way of 
understanding what is taking place. 
After this inexplainable visitation was 
over, both recognized themselves as 
being new men with melted hearts, 
tearful eyes and have since been 
preaching a new Gospel in season and 
out of season. The revivals now 
sweeping their respective communities 
is something refreshing. And other 
congregations are under the sway of 
the revival started there. 


“There has been a group of modern- 
ists in Puerto Rico for some years who 
have always emphasized their program 
of so-called religious education. So 
when these two pastors got a vision of 
another method and gave their lives to 
evangelism and praising, their build- 
ings crowded, and congregations so 
happy and generous with hallelujahs 
and amens, and with public confessing 
of sins going on, some of the 
scholarly leaders began to call it fan- 
aticism. And the two preachers were 
summoned to a council of leaders and 
ordered by all means to stop the re- 
vival. They replied that it was all a 
spontaneous development and that it 
was decidedly. a wave of evangelism 
over which they had no control. 


“Professor——was a member of the 
council that ordered the revival to be 
stopped. The next Sunday after the 
order was given, his wife asked him to 
take her to the town of N— in order 
‘ to study the movement that is going 
on. They went. And while in a pray- 
er-meeting she was also stricken and 
compelled to make a confession and 
there was a great deal of praise min- 
gled with many hallelujahs afterwards. 
Something has happened to the Pro- 
fessor too. He is preaching sound 
sermons and there is more fire now 
than homiletics. What I am writing 
of these two churches is now true of 
many places over the Island. 


“We are in the midst of a great 
wave of strange things beyond human 
explanation. There is public confess- 
ing of the vilest sins, repentance, sing- 
ing, shouting, preaching, a hunger for 
a knowledge of the Word. Our beauti- 
ful Island has never before witnessed 
the like of what we are now seeing. 
Defender workers are wanted every- 
where. The revival spirit is spreading 
in all directions. 


“We pray our Lord to always give 
us soundness of faith. But we want 
the fire, the unction, the power, the 
passion, the Pauline aggressiveness, 
and the ‘Faith of our Fathers.’ ‘A 
mighty revival is coming this way.’”’ 


Although the above references are 
to people of culture and learning, it 
should be remembered that Puerto Rico 
is decidedly a mission field. That the 
masses of people have never been 


evangelized with the Gospel of Grace. 
As the present flame continues to burn, 
more will be accomplished in the next 


*six months of intense evangelism than 


could be done in sixty years of ordi- 
nary missionary endeavor. 


We call upon every Reader of these 
lines who knows the art of prayer, to 
unite in pouring spiritual oil on the 
fires which are now burning in the 
West Indies. Let us pray that this 
movement may quickly cover Puerto 
Rico, and overflow into every Island 
in the West Indies, then to Central 
America, South America, Mexico, the 
Philippines and into all parts of the 
Spanish-speaking world. 


Puerto Rico is frequently visited 
with devastating hurricanes. The 
West Indies gave us the word hurri- 
cane as a description of their violent 
wind-storms which trouble the waters 
of the Caribbean Sea every year. 
May Puerto Rico’s revival speedily de- 
velop into a great spiritual hurricane! 


And now I wish to make a final plea 
to God’s faithful stewards: Mr. Rodri- 
guez remarked in his letter that: 
“Never has there been such an oppor- 
tunity in this part of the world. Ask 
people to pray for us and to remem- 
ber our missionary needs also.”

Summed up in a few pages, so that 
he who runs may read, we have before 
us a remarkable compilation of scien- 
tific corroborations with the Scrip- 
tures. This is an ideal treatise to put 
into the hands of high school and col- 
lege students whose faith may be wav- 
ering due to wrong interpretations 
which are frequently placed upon the 
findings of science by educators. 


We are urged to discriminate be- 
tween the facts of science and the 
theories of scientists, because there is 
no quarrel between actual demon- 
strated science and the Bible. Dr. 
James Dana, professor of geology in 
Yale University, is quoted as having 
once said to a group of students: “Let 
me ask you to remember, as my part- 
ing counsel, that whenever you are in 
doubt, amid the confused voices of 
scientific controversy, you may always, 
with perfect confidence, affix your 
faith to any statement of the Word of 
God.” But alas! such admonition a- 
mong educators is all too rare!

HANDBOOK OF BIBLE TYPES 
AND SYMBOLS. By Carl C. Harwood. 
Published by Brooks Publishers. Pages

Going from A to Z, (Aaron to Zion) 
and running the full length of the 
Scriptures, Mr. Harwood has prepared 
an alphabetical arrangement of the 
principal types and symbols contained 
in the Bible, with a brief definition of 
each. He says: “Typology and Sym- 
bology are the most neglected of all 
fields of Bible Study. Much of the 
beauty, splendor and meaning of the 
Bible is lost if we are not acquainted 
with types and symbols. The Bible is 
made to live anew, difficult passages 
are made plain, cloudy portions are 
made clear as we study types and sym- 
bols.” 

Let us open the book at random for 
an illustration of the Harwood method. 
Page 44, under the letter “L”. Our 
eyes fall upon the word LAMP. We 
read: “Symbolical of Christ. As to 
knowledge. Dan. 10:6; Rev. 1:14. As 
the Word. Ps. 119:105; Prov. 6:23. As 
Salvation. Isa. 62:1. As Guide. II 
Sam, 22:29; Ps. 18:28.” The book con- 
tains over five hundred such explana- 
tions of Bible words. 

It is to be expected however that a 
work of this kind would get its Writer 
into pretty deep doctrinal water some 
times, and it is certain that there will 
be differences of opinion concerning 
some of his interpretations. But per- 
sons whose visions have not been nar- 
rowed by the habit of “hair-splitting”, 
will find these pages a great help in 
studying the Bible.

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Methodism In The Grip Of Modernism 





T IS DIFFICULT to understand 

how the Methodist Church, born as 
it was in the white-heat of a mighty 
revival, could have drifted as it has in- 
to Modernism. So-called “higher edu- 
cation” and the “social gospel” have 
done their deadly work. 


What is true of Methodism is also 
true of all the larger denominations 
though the drift is more evident among 
some groups than others. Because of 
Methodism’s spiritual heredity, her be- 
trayal is more noticeable than that of 
certain other groups. And more to be 
deplored. 


But, thank God, in all denominations 
there are faithful preachers who have 
refused to bow their knees to Baal. 
And some of them are being misused 
because they have the courage of their 
convictions. Others have been crowded 
off the beaten highways of denomi- 
nationalism entirely and in order to 
keep their anointing and retain their 
message, have been isolated into “in- 
dependent tabernacles.” 


An illustrative circumstance of Mod- 
ernism in Methodism is to be observed 
in the recent experience of Rev. F. L. 
Crowson, of Florida, who has been a 
faithful Methodist preacher for forty 
years. Being sickened with the poli- 
tics that he was seeing played among 
his leaders, and deploring the drift to- 
ward Modernism in his denomination, 
he could not refrain from crying out 
against the whole apost¢te program. 


He wrote a booklet of 48 pages. He 
set forth bonafide proof to sustain his 
charges. No attempt was made to 
answer his indictment. That he was 
telling the truth everyone knew. The 
title of his booklet is: “Anarchy Un- 
masked”. In it he even dared to criti- 
cise a Bishop. (Other faithful preach- 
ers should read this book; it will be 
good for their back-bones.) 


Said he: “I do not believe that a 
majority of our preachers as yet be- 
long to the above described estate of 
infidelity. Some of the leaders do not. 
But some of the better souls are weak. 
Some are without clear vision and dis- 
cernment of what is working. Some 
are invested with fallacious robes of 
misplaced kindness and gentle disposi- 
tions that refrain from looking beneath 
the surface to behold the myriads of 
deadly microbes doing their dastardly 
work. Others are fallaciously optimis- 
tic for a better day, without buckling 
on the Gospel armor to make it better. 
Some are so sufficiently cowed and en- 
slaved that they can stand and see 
truth crushed rather than risk poor ap- 
pointments, demotions, and loss of 
emoluments, standing and prestige. 
Some, who mentally accept the Bible 
and softly preach it, are corrupt in 
their personal lives: so they MUST 
walk softly, lest the infidelic machine 
expose and oust them for real cause. 
So long as they aid that machine, they 
are safe. By it they will be protected.” 


This was enough! In fact is was too 
much for the apostate leaders who 
came under his rebuke. Last month, 
at a Florida Conference, a “Committee 
of Investigation” was appointed. The 


Sanhedrin met, read his booklet, gasp- 
ed at his courage, and ordered a 
“Church Trial”, 


A “Trial Committee” of thirteen was 
appointed on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 8th. Into the night the “Trial” 
continued. On the 9th a verdict was 
rendered. 


The faithful servant of God had been 
found guilty of “gross imprudence and 
unministerial conduct?’ because he had 
had the courage to set forth the brutal 
truth in “Anarchy Unmasked”. The 
penalty was fixed. He was suspended 
for a year from ministerial work, 
which automatically deprives him of 
the right to preach, to administer sac- 
raments of baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper, and all other ministerial func- 
tions, and deprives him of appoint- 
ment, any support that goes therewith, 
and of a home for himself and wife, an 
elderly couple. 


But the truth of the contents of 
“Anarchy Unmasked” was not denied! 


In a letter to Defenders Headquar- 
ters, Mr. Crowson’s son says: “Mean- 
while, the infidelity and anarchy go 
merrily on, while the witness for truth 
is penalized.” 


It is time for loyal preachers every- 
where to do what Mr. Crowson did— 
show some of the courage that charac- 
terized fifteenth century reformers and 
cry out against the evils that are rob- 
bing the Church of its_ spiritual 
strength and reducing it to the level of 
mere social institutions and clubs of 
entertainment. Modernism in the 
Church is America’s first step toward 
political Liberalism, and finally Com- 
munism in the state.

this the beginning of the new year. It 
should be remarked however, that a 
special meeting of Jews from all parts 
of the world has been called for 1934. 
The gathering will be held in Geneva 
and it is being rumored that one of its 
purposes will be to select a temporal 
leader from the ranks of Jewry who 
will virtually become a modern “king 
of the Jews.” 

So whether or not the 2,520 year 
theory can be depended upon, it is be- 
coming increasingly evident that the 
time is at hand when Palestine will no 
longer “be trodden down of the Gen- 
tiles.” 

Finances and Codes 

The money systems of the world are 
being revised and 1934 will witness re- 
markable developments toward the 
centralizing of the world’s wealth into 
the hands of a few chains of banks. 
Banking in the United States is being 
more and more usurped by a few men 
who are charged with using the Feder- 
al Reserve system as a tool for work- 
ing out their plans. What is happen- 
ing here is also taking place in other 
nations. A World Bank, patterned 
somewhat after the one in Switzerland 
but infinitely more powerful, is on the 
way. From this central hub there will 
eventually be issued a universal, stand- 
ardized -currency, stamped with the 
imprint of a modern Caesar. The time 
will come when it will be compulsory to 
take the “mark” of this Superman in 
order to “buy or sell.” The London 
Economic Conference was a long step 
toward the creation of the future Anti- 
christ system of international finance. 
The establishing of this world-hub will 
likely be preceded by a short period of 
artificial prosperity; 1934 may witness 
a little of this seeming financial im- 
provement, 

Newspapers are ,carrying systematic 
statements, released by Democratic po- 
litical leaders in different sections of 
the Country, to the effect that the 
NRA “code system” should be made 
permanent, in view of the fact that it 
was originally planned to be only an 
experiment ending December 31, 1933. 
Meanwhile, General “Sock-on-the-nose” 
Johnson announces that because his 
job is so important he has decided not 
to resign from the position of industrial 
dictator. Lloyd George is reported to 
have said that a code program pat- 
terned after the Roosevelt idea is like- 
ly to be created by every nation in the 
world. And the 18th chapter of Reve- 
lation shows how all the little codes 
can be eventually built into a great 
master code with the “Beast” standing 


at the head of a world-wide system of | 


industrial control. 
England 

The next twelve months will wit- 
ness a cementing of the ties of friend- 
ship between England and America. 
These two countries have much in com- 
mon. Their language is the same and 
their finances are to a great extent in- 
terwoven. The breach between Eng- 
land and Russia is sure to widen as the 
future unfolds. England’s interests 
will converge more and more with the 
nations of Central Europe, resulting 
finally in the revival of the old Roman 
Empire to which she belonged. 

The “merchants of Tarshish” in Eze- 
kiel 38:13 represent Great Britain. 


And the United States is included with 
“the young lions thereof”. England is 
the parent lion and her whelps take in 
Canada, New Zealand, Australia, and 
the United States. 


In the final alignment of nations, 
America will stand with England, al- 
though in the process of negotiations 
the latter will make many futile at- 
tempts to inveigle the former into 
European alliances from which we wiil 
at first shrink. 


France 

France is worried. She fears that 
the destruction of the League of Na- 
tions may leave her standing alone as 
the principal target of Hitler’s wrath. 
Paul-Boncour said last month: “France 
will be the last nation in the League 
even if all the others withdraw.” 
When Mussolini suggested that the 
League should be reformed, the Little 
Entente joined with France in declar- 
ing that its fundamentals must not be 
tampered with. 


French statesmen have _ recently 
voiced alarm concerning the possibility 
of air raids from Germany and Rus- 
sia. They say that it is imperative for 
the entire French population to be pre- 
pared to arm itself with gasmasks. 
They charge that Germany has a po- 
tential fighting force of over 2,700,000 
soldiers at the present time. 


Meanwhile, the inevitable prophetic 
line-up of European nations continues 
to develop apace. The League of Na- 
tions is to be reformed and built on 
more solid principles. Mussolini has 
never approved of the League because 
it has been too flabby; lacking teeth. 
He wants to see something more force- 
ful evolve in Europe. A new League is 
certain to develop, a union like that 
pictured in the prophecies. According 
to Daniel and Revelation, Europe’s last 
League will be made up of ten nations 
within the territory of the old Roman 
Empire. 1934 will likely find France, 
Italy and England working frantically 
together for some kind of a merger 
that wiil promise to stabilize Central 
Europe, not knowing that the forces 
impelling them toward cooperation are 
clearly predicted in the prophecies. 


Germany sik 

Germany was no part of old Rome at 
the time of its maturity. Therefore, 
her future rests not with France, Italy 
and England, but with the nations of 
the East. The “Four Power Treaty” 
sponsored by Mussolini can not be a 
permanent success. The 38th chapter 
of Ezekiel indicates that Germany (Go- 
mer) and Russia (Gog) will eventually 
unite in spite of Hitler’s opposition to 
Communism. 

Hitler will likely pass off the scenes 
soon, or undergo a radical change in 
his political policies. He appears at 
present to be a prophetic misfit“ 1934 
will, in all probability, be a miserable 
year for him because of the organized 
opposition of both Jews and Com- 
munists. And the further fact that 
developments will eventually isolate 
his nation from the other countries of 
Europe as the boundary line of old 
Rome is carved. There may come a 
time when he will feel very much alone 
because of the European League on the 
West, and the Russian Confederacy on

and to go before us, and prepare the 
hearts of our Yaquis to listen and re- 
ceive the message of the Christ which 
we were to deliver. What a privilege 
to carry the message to a people who 
have never before heard what is writ- 
ten in the Word of God. 


It was in the late afternoon when we 
arrived at the Yaqui camp. Miss Mc- 
Cabe, a young lady who left California 
after hearing the call to carry the Gos- 
pel to the Indians, accompanied me. 
We went first to the house of one of 
our converted Yaqui families. Mr. 
Mercado had promised to carry some 
fruit to a poor old sick Indian. Josefa, 
our Christian Yaqui sister, offered to 
go with us to the house of the sick 
man who lives on the other side of the 
big canal. 


It was a beautiful sight that met our 
eyes—shall I say beautiful? As we 
looked into the western sky where the 
sun was just setting behind the pic- 
turesque hills, we saw the glory of 
our matchless Lord, declared in the 
heavens, for indeed the Psalmist de- 
scribed this sunset when He said: 
“The heavens declare the glory of 
God”, but, we looked again and an- 
other sight caught our attention. !t 
was the little village of the Yaquis, 
composed of small shacks along the 
side of the canal bank, and extending 
to the foot of the hills. It was dark 
there, for “Jesus had not come to 
them”. The Sun of Righteousness has 
not yet shown there. Oh that we had 
words to describe what our eyes be- 
held, and the emotion that filled our 
hearts! 


We felt impressed to go to a certain 
home. It was now dark and we saw a 
very faint light from a lamp in a little 
window. We knocked and a large In- 
dian man opened the door. As he op- 
ened it, we could see an Indian woman 
preparing the evening meal and three 
or four children with the mother. We 
spoke kindly to the man and told -him 
we had a Book with beautiful and 
wonderful words that we would like to 
read to him and his family. He looked 
at us with doubt and bewilderment. 
He did not move to let us in, so we 
continued to assure him that we would 
be so happy if he would permit us to 
enter his little home and to tell the 
story of the love of God. It required 
quite a bit of persuasion. The burden 
of our hearts was that the Lord should 
give us an entrance into the home and 
hearts in order that they might hear 
the message. Finally the victory was 
won, and the man opened the door of 
his little hut. 


Immediately the wife prepared a 
place for us to be seated. The father 
stood just inside the door, the wife 
leaned against her table while the chil- 
dren gathered around us to hear our 
words. We opened our Bibles and read 
the story of the crucifixion, and then 
told them in simple language, as 
though we were talking to very small 
children, the love story of the Gospel. 
As we were talking to them, the Indian 
nodded his head, and even smiled in his 
approval of the wonderful message 
that we were sent to give them. Be- 
fore we left we invited them to the 
service on the following Sunday. We 
also assured them that we had come to 


visit them because we loved them and 
wanted them to know the Christ Who 
had done so much for us. 


It was getting darker: -As we walked 
a little way, we saw three large Indian 
women sitting around a fire at a “fog- 
on’, a home made stove. This stove 
was made of an old wash tub with the 
bottom knocked out, and covered over 
with a piece of tin. These women 
were making tortillas (Indian bread) 
on top of the stove. One woman who 
was quite old we noticed was bare- 
footed. It was cold and we drew near 
and spoke kindly to them. 


Love won an entrance to the fireside 
of these precious Indians. We had 
never seen them before, but one woman 
got up and offered me her seat which 
was an old bucket. Miss McCabe sat 
on the ground by my side and then 
ours was the privilege of reading to 
them from the Word and telling the 
“Old Old Story”, which is so very new 
to them. As we were talking, two men 
came near to listen. It brought joy to 


our hearts to hear one of the .women 
say after almost every sentence, “que 
bonito—que bonito” (How pretty, how 
pretty). Afterwards, we sang a hymn 
to them. We had to almost put our 
faces on the ground and strain our 
eyes to read by the light of the little 
sticks that were burning in the “fog- 
on”, 

As we left, one of the men warned 
us to be careful of the terrible village 
dogs. We appreciated the fact that they 
were interested in our welfare. We re- 
joiced that the Gospel had been carried 
to another group of precious souls. 


It was now 7:30 o’clock and we left 
Miss McCabe at the services in Scotts- 
dale reservation, while I went to visit 
and comfort the hearts of the believers 
in our Canal Seco field. 


Please pray for us, and for the sal- 
vation of the Yaqui Indians.

Black Cross-Bearers In Liberia 





(Editor’s Note: Rev. Titus Johnson, a for- 
mer missionary to the Belgian Congo, has given 
the following explanation concerning Simon, 
the man who carried the Cross of Christ up 
Golgotha’s hill.) 


TID YOU KNOW that the man who 
*” carried the Cross of Christ to Gol- 
gatha was a black man? 


Let me prove it to you. Let us turn 
to the Gospel of Mark 15:21-22: “And 
they compel one Simon a Cyrenian, 
who passed by, coming out of the 
country, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his cross. And they 
bring him unto the place Golgotha, 
which is, being interpreted, The place 
of a skull.” 


In the first place, Simon came from 
Cyrene, a point on the northern coast 
of Africa. This territory was original- 
ly populated with black people. 


In the second place, Simon could not 
have been a Jew because no Jew would 
have carried a cross, for to them it was 
a sign of a curse, a disgrace, a thing 
of shame. The Cross was a Roman, 
Gentile tool of death. 


In the third place, Mark, who wrote 
this Gospel, was a fellow laborer with 
Paul. When Paul was in Rome writ- 
ing to the Colossians and Philemon, 
Mark was with him sending greetings. 
When Paul wrote to the Romans he 
said: “Salute Rufus chosen in the 
Lord.” Mark wrote his Gospel in 
Rome and in establishing the identity 
of Simon, was careful to say that Si- 
mon was the father of Rufus, who was 
there with them in Rome at the time. 
Now, turn with me to Acts 13:1 and we 
find Simon mentioned again and here 
he is called “Niger”, which means 
black. We get the vulgar and obnoxious 
“nigger” from Niger. In improper 
language, it would be “Simon, the nig- 
ger.” All things considered, these re- 
ferences point to one fact, that Simon, 
who carried the Cross of our suffering 
Lord, had a black skin. 


Moses represents Law. He had a 
black wife who linked the black race 


to the Law. Jesus represents Grace. 
His black servant links the black race 
to Grace. As the wife of Moses bore 
the reproach of the people, it is to be 
expected that her race should be the 
first to share the glory of the Cross. 
Is it unlikely to suppose that Simon 
was the first convert to the Cross with 
a real understanding of its meaning? 


What a regret that there is no rec- 
ord of the conversation which took place 
between Simon and Christ! This is 
the only time that Christ had an actual 
physical need which He could not Him- 
self meet. He had to have help, and 
one bearing the curse was there. 


Jesus completely collapsed on the 
road to Calvary. In Mark 15:20 it 
says they “led him out to crucify him.” 
Verse 22 says, “they bring him” and 
the word “bring” in the original also 
means “to carry.” Something happen- 
ed between verses 21 and 22 which 
made it necessary for Jesus to be 
“carried”—a collapse. 


At this point, Simon came passing 
by. He was compelled to carry the 
Cross as the Roman soldiers recogniz- 
ed him immediately as being a servant. 
Would the Christ Whose one look 
crushed Peter, Who spoke peace to the 
dying thief—would He let a service 
like that rendered by Simon pass with- 
out reward? How Simon must have 
been stirred as he looked into that 
beautiful face and those tender eyes! 
There must have been a conversation. 
No doubt Jesus explained the meaning 
of the Cross to Simon and no doubt 
Simon asked the Christ to save his 
black people. No wonder Mark and 
Paul speak reverently and kindly of 
Simon and his sons Alexander and 
Rufus. How tenderly Paul tells the 
Roman church to “salute Rufus and 
his mother” which Paul also affection- 
ately calls “mine.” Does not that lit- 
tle word “mine” show real hospitality 
and tender consideration?

the East, both turning against him. In 
such an hour, we know prophetically 
that he would turn his back to Europe 
and stretch out his arms toward the 
nations of the Orient. 


United States of Europe 

Austria and Italy will also be strate- 
gic points of prophetical importance 
during 1934. These are the two nerv- 
centers of the old Roman Empire. 

Engelbert Dollfuss is now dictator 
of Austria but he may soon step aside, 
or enter into a compromise, so that the 
Hapsburg line may again take the Aus- 
trian throne. Hitler is doomed to dis- 
appointment in his attempt to Nazify 
Austria because it has been eternally 
Roman. Do not be surprised if some- 
thing bearing the appearance of the 
Holy Roman Empire is set up there in 
the near future. 

Turning to Italy, we see the “man 
of destiny” who is more feared and 
loved than any other man in the world 
today. His name is Mussolini. From 
the year A. D. 470, at the time of the 
Barbarian Invasion, the Roman Em- 
pire was dead until Mussolini (a spir- 
itualist) appeared on the scenes 
wielding superhuman powers that 
brought about its resurrection. He 
breathed upon the lifeless form and the 
Roman Empire was again quickened 
with life.
